Oct. 25.—Great Britain has 
sent a long and urgent note to the 
Russian governm ent officially detailing 
the circum stances of the amazing and 
unexplained attack by the Russian sec­ 
ond Pacific squadron during the night j 
of Oct. 21, on British fishing boats in 
the North sea. 
The text of thp note 
has not been given out, but it is offi­ 
cially stated from the general office 
that it contains the significant an-| 
nouncement that “the situation is one 
In which in the opinion of his m aj­ 
esty’s governm ent does not brook de­ 
lay." 
Meanwhile the conservative public 
and press are rem arkably undem on­ 
strative. 
As usual the Jingo elem ent 
dem ands war. and even in official quar­ 
ters some go so far as to say that it 
may be necessary to stop the Pacific 
fleet pending settlem ent of the whole 
affair, though this extrem e measure, it 
is believed, will not be necessary. 
Everywhere there Is evidence of the 
very positive opinion that this is no 
tim e for the usual diplomatic dilly­ 
dallying. that there must be no delay 
and no limit set uy Russia to her apol­ 
ogy or the extent of com pensation for 
sufferers by what King Edward him­ 
self term s the “unw arrantable action” 
of the Baltic squadron commanders. 
The deeper sentim ent of the whole 
British public, however. Is reflected by 
the incident at the Victoria station 
last night on the arrival of Count

from

There is no attem pt anywhere among 
men of responsibility to magnify the 
occurrence into a deliberate act of 
w ar; but In view of the present Inabil­ 
ity to And an explanation there is be­ 
ing poured on the heads of the officers 
of the squadron a flood of invective 
and insinuation, though incompetence 
first and theroafter complete panic is 
the moet generally accepted explana 
tion 
Thus far no official word has 
been received from 8t. Petersburg as 
to the attitude of the Russian gov­ 
ernment 
The fact that it had been 
decided to prepare a semi-official note 
expressing the regret of the Russian 
governm ent 
and 
its 
willingness 
to 
make full reparation so soon as the 
responsibility is fixed was communi­ 
cated by the press to Lord Lausdowne 
and was the first information on the 
subject he had received from St Pe­ 
tersburg. 
The Russian charge d’af­ 
faires. who called at the foreign office 
on request by note from Lord Lins- 
downc, unofficially expressed deep re 
gret and, as far as it was possible for 
him to go, gave assurance of speedy 
action by the Russian government. 
Lord Lnnsdowne gave no suggestion 
as to what m ight be done in the m at­ 
ter. 
At the Russian embassy it was stat 
ed that “the whole affair was so obvi­ 
ously a m istake, from whatever cause, 
that R ussia’s course was plainly dic­ 
tated, namely, apology* and ample com­ 
pensation." 
A1 eyes are now turned toward St. 
Petersburg, aw aiting word from th a 
Russian government. 
Earl Onslow, president of the board 
of agriculture, speaking In Stirling­ 
shire last night, said It would be well 
If explanations were not sought for 
this "extraordinary incident” until the 
country had some authentic inform a­ 
tion.

Zion City about four years ago by 
Mrs. M. A. Lock, who was his foster- 
mother. He had a position of trust in 
one of the »ewle tathistriea a»d the 
handling of considerable money. 
He 
had trouble on account of an alleged 
irregularity, and had been arrested 
and was to have been tried this 
month on a charge of embezzlement. 
His father, who resides at Hoopston, 
111., claims the young man was not 
guilty of any indsicretion, and that he 
was victimized and then driven to des­ 
peration by threats of prosecution by 
those who had seized his earnings.

TO L IM IT DIVORCE 


Episcopal Church Takes Final Action 


on Important Matter. 
Boston, Oct. 25,—An agreement on 
the divorce question has he?n reached 
by the house of bishops and the house 
of deputies oi the Epiacopal general 
convention, after many days of discus­ 
sion. That section of the canon bear­ 
ing directly on the remarriage of di­ 
vorced persons which was amended by 
the bishops on Saturday has been as­ 
sented to by the deputies and becomes 
effective at once, is as follows: 
"No minister, knowingly after due 
inquiry, shall solemnize the marriage 
of any person who has been or is the 
husband or the wife of any other per­ 
son then living, from whom he or she 
has been divorced for any cause aris­ 
ing after marriage. 
But this canon 
shall not be held to apply to the inno­ 
cent party in a divorce for adultery, 
provided that before the application 
for such remarriage a period of not 
less than one year shall have ^lapsed 
after the granting of such divorce and 
that sufficient evidence touching the 
facts in the case, including a copy of 
the court’s decree, and record if prac­ 
ticable, with such proof that the de­ 
fendant was personally served or ap­ 
peared in the action, be laid before 
the ecclesiastical authority, and such 
ecclesiastical authority, having taken 
legal adVice thereon, shall have de­ 
clared in writing that in his judgment
